Considering the extensive secretlug sur¬ 
face. the highly sensitive and vascular uature of the internal parts of 
the fool, and the complicated construction of it, it Is not surprising 
that It should be subject to frequent iutlaiumalion, aod often to an ex¬ 
cessive exteut; aud owing to the sensitive parts being enclosed lu a 
hard inelastic covering, it la one of the most painful diseases that the 
horse Is subject to. 

Acute rouuder may he caused b) a variety of circumstances, differing 
very widely one from another - over-exertion in long continued pound* 
lug on hard roads when the feet are unaccustomed to it—hav¬ 
ing been used on soft roads, or on the farm, or run¬ 
ning at pasture, aud being brought suddeuly iuto severe 
work on the pavemeuts of cities or Macadamized roads—the con- 
cussiou causes bruising of tbe sensitive lamina:, and inflammation of 
them follows; or simply overdriving oroduciug great fatigue and pros¬ 
tration may cause U, particularly if exposed to luclemeul weather 
wheu in this state, iu tula case, owing to the extremely sensitive sym¬ 
pathetic couuectiou between the feet and other parts of the body, 
there is centralization of all the Inflammation In them. Severe exposure 
to cold which chills or perhaps partially freezes the feet. Is by no meaus 
an uncommon cause iu this climate iu which we have severe changes 
in the weather; if a horae is left standing a long time in 
the snow when the thermometer records deg. or more 

of froat, it Is not at all surprising that the 
feel should be chilled and tbs reaction produce the inflammation. 
This is particularly liable to result if the animat is taken from the cold 
immediately into a warm stable. It Is sometimes caused by long con¬ 
tinued staudtng lu one position, as on board ship lu loug voyages, the 
weight beiiu thrown for so loug a time upon the lamluie, which are lu 
the form of leaves, which dovetail intimately with oorrospondiug lam- 
ins: on the luner surface of the wall and sole; those being in a statu 
of leusiou for so loug time become weakened, their functions interfered 
with, secretions perverted,and acute Umiuitis follows. Aoother very pro¬ 
lific cause or iamimtls Is the localization of inflammation of some one 
or more internal orgaua. The transference la called motaatasis; it 
inay take place from auy internal organ, but oftner from the 
stomach, intestines, lungs or pleura. In our experieuco 
it has resulted ofteuer from bad management of the animal when ex¬ 
cessively heated aud exhausted in being allowed to drink copiously of 
cold water which produces a terrible shock to the whole system and to 
the stomach in particular, giving rise to gastritis (Inflammation of the 
stomach) which if severe is likely to terminate In oue of two ways 
death or acute founder. If the aulmal is fat It is very likely to cause 
death by the Inflainatiou running its course so quickly as to prevent 
metastasis, but if tbe animal is lu spare condition it is trausfored in 
the course of from eight to twelve hours to the feet, if overloaded 
with grain, particularly with wheat, the stomach is over¬ 
taxed and iuflamutlon ensues, giving rise to excessive thirst 
and other contemporary symptoms. This transferance by me¬ 
tastasis of Inflammation from internal organs to the feet is one of tbe 
beautiful provisions of nature to save tbe animal's life, for lu the two 
last cases meuikoueJ death would certainly eusue If it were not so. Al¬ 
though the aulmal is saved from pending death, the life thas saved la 
embittered by contiuual pain which is expressed by the actions of 
the dumb beast wiiich never humbugs by feigning lamcuess. 

The symptoms of acute founder are generally very well marked, 
which can nardly be mistaken, tbo animal will be noticed with bis head 
hauging down aud apparently very sick; the attendant tries to move 
him iu tbe stall, but dude hitn very reluctant to move. In fact, he seems 
rivetted to tbe floor; if it Is in the forefeet only, the hind onsa will be 
drawn far under tbe body aod the fore ones extended consid¬ 
erably and if in the hind and not in the fore, which Is very ancommon. 
the position will be reversed, and iu moving forward the fore feet are 
kept extended and tbe bind on«e well under the body to remove as 
much of the weight of tbe body off the fore legs as possible, aud if he 
Is made to back. »»e does it with great difficulty aud drags the fore feet 
alter him without raiding them off tbe floor. Or he may be found lying 
down, particularly if all four feet are affected, aud hts muzzle will he 
directed often to bis feet, manifesting most acute pain, and profare 
presparetiou, feet hot, and great constitutional disturbance as, a quick, 
hard pulse, mouth hot, ears cold aud bowels constipated. Tbe course 
of the disease is various; It may terminate in resolution, 
that is, a total cessation of the disease—the symptoms 
all relax, the several functions are re instated, aod the remains of con¬ 
gestion become absorbed; or it may go on to effueiou aud sappuration, 
wheu serum Is exuded through tbe coats of the blood vessels iuto tbe cel¬ 
lular tissue between the sensltive.und horny lamime,separating them to 
a greater or less exteut. There is generally more etfusiou around tbe 
wall n<’ar tbe toe; it often causes tbe coffin bone to become displaced, 
and it generally tips down, which causes the horse to walk on his heels, 
scarcely bringing tbe toe to tbe ground at all. If it Is exteusive aud au 
Impure pus is Totaled which completes the separation, tbe whole hoof 
will be abed, which necessitates the destruction of the 
animal, as aoother perfect hoof will never be formed; 
bat If no pus Is formed tbe effusion becomes or¬ 
ganized into a semi-cartilaginous mass, tilling up the 
space made by the altered position of tbe bone. Treat¬ 
ment.—If it is noticed in tbe ea< ly stage of active inflammation, bleed¬ 
ing is without doubt the proper treatment. a- it relieves Immediately 
the cougestlon of the feet; we think it is better to extract the blood 
from tbe Jugular or humeral vein luslead of from the toe, as the latter 
method has no advantage over the others, end has tbe disadvantage of 
making another sore iu the foot, which makes a bad matter worse; tbtfu 
remove tbe shoes aud immerse the feel In hot water up to the knees for 
au hour, then apply hot poultices to them, aod repeat this process three 
or four Limes u day; open the bowels with a pint of raw linseed oil, 
avoid active purgatives, as the bowels are extremely sensitive at 
such a time; ha k-rake and give Injections; and if, by the 
character of the pulse, you see sedatives are indicated, give Fleming's 
tincture of acconlle lu ten drop doses iu a little water every two hours 
till the pulse is reduced; give bin* nlire in his water to drink, and soft 
or green food. If the effusion is likely to go on to extremes it is advis¬ 
able to cut In between ibe sensitive and horuy lamina: at the toe and 
allow It to escape, and after the active iuflainumttou has subsided stand 
biin In a puddle of blue clay, which promotes absorption Pare down 
tbe wall to allow the sole to come to the grouud to prevent, if possible, 
the separation of tbe laminae of the aole. It is well to remember that 
there Is a liability of the disease recurring, upon severe exertion, for 
some time owiug to the tender slate lu which It leaves tbr feet. Iu 
most cases if active remedial measures are noL promptly taken chronic 
lamiutils ensues, which we will treat lu our next. 


Falconry in Oxtoudsuirr.—T he large team of traiued hawks kept 
by Capt. Dugiuore, of tbe 64th Kegt., at the Manor House. Dorchester 
has Just received au iiuporlaut augmentation During the last century 
one species, greatly prized by our ancestors, the Norwegian variety of 
the gerfalcon, has been almost lost sight of, aod its haunts and habits, 
as well as capabilities, nearly forgotten. To endeavor to solve • num¬ 
ber of problems about this little knowu but Interesting bird. Lord Lll- 
ford and Capt. Ducraore determined to eeud specially to Norway, and 
tbe well known falcooer, John Harr, formerly with tbe Maharajah Dhu- 
leep Singh and the Marquis of Bute, was selected for the expedition. 
He started from Euulaod early In September, aud traversed some of the 
wildest districts In Norway, catching nearly thirty hawks, with twenty- 
four of which (gerfalcons aud goshawks) he returned to the Manor 
House last week, and the strength of the team Is now 
as follows: Gerfalcoos, seven; goshawks, fifteen; merlins, ten; 
peregrines, fifteen; aparrowbswk, one—In all forty-eight. The 
recent Norwegian importation, we understand, coat considerably over 
£ 100 , It may be observed that the Norwegian goshawks are remarka¬ 
ble for their great else and strength, aa well as for the very light color 
of some of them. Great speed is expected of them, m Barr reports 
that, unlike tbe goshawks of France and Germany, which all on a tree 
waiting for quarry, tbe Norwegian goshawks are constantly on the 
wing, often at a great height, chasing tbe ptarmigan, on which they 

f iray for the moat uart, and that they sometimes fly and stoop almost 
Ike falcons-confirming an opinion as to their capabilities expressed 
by Capt. Dugiuore In Tne F\eld In January last. Besides the birds 
mentioned above. Capt. Dugmore has also a uumber of trained cormo¬ 
rants. whose dexterity In diving au I bringing up flsh has greatly atnaied 
the country folks. Sportsmen sod others Interested In the almost for 
gotten art of faloonry, ought not to miss the opportunity of seeing this 
splendid collection (which Mr. Barr always most good naturedly shows 
and axplaln* to visitors,) before their removal to Ireland for heron and 
wild gooes hawking on the Bog of Allan .-A Falcon aa in London Field

Legislate for Fish Also. 

Bditor Chicago Firld:—I n our last week's Issue 1 had my atten 
Uon called to the Interest of legislative action in relation to the flsh of 
the public waters of tbe State by Hon. L. B. Crooker, of Ottawa. I 
am very glad to have such men as Mr. Crooker exhibit such Interest 
In the dsn of our State. I have long realised the fact that our rivers 
were fast being depopulated of all the choice varieties of flsh. and had we 
had a legislature two years ago like what I think this present one will be 
we would have had laws for the protection of the flsh aud a start made 
In the way of restocking tbe public waters. As it Is, but little haa been 
done for a great Btate like Illinois. It was no fault of mine that we 
have no laws for the protection of flsh in Illinois, as I spent 
nearly four weeks at Springfield two years ago In trying to get a bill 
through, prepared by our association at my own expense, I suc¬ 
ceeded in getting it through the Senate, out of tbe committee and 
In tbe House, but it was delayed along, and called up the laet day of 
the session; when they were In too big a muddle to look after a in liter 
of so little lmportonce. as they calledlt. The bill bad many friends 
among the members of the northern part of tbe State, aud there 
were very few opposed to its measure, unless it was some 
of the reformers; and oerhaps It might be of some Interest to 
many to know how one or tbe leading reform members looked upon 
tbe flsh question. After I had presented the bill to tbe committee, 
setting forth the advaulage of protecting the flsh during the spawning, 
and the restocking of tbe water with better food flsh, aud held It out 
as an inducement that the poor wau could have a in ear of fish once In 
a while. One of tbe most able members of the reform committee got 
up right after me (he was from Egypt), flourished bis bauds over nls 
head, and commenced by sayiug^nat bin constituents would disown 
him should he support my bill; that be could not get enough now for 
bis corn and pork, and the laboring mau now was so danmed Independ¬ 
ent be could hardly get along with him, sod he would like to see him 
waut. I would like to know bow you would report such an argument. 

I think that l prefer men who do not need reform. There la a hill al¬ 
ready prepared by onr State Fish Culture Association, and will be pre¬ 
sented in the early part of the eeaaloii. and while I feel it is of great 
importance that some new variety of flsh be Introduced 
into our public waters, it is of equal Importance that the flsh wo now 
have shall be protected and the seining stopped during the spawning 
season, and at all times with a seine with a mesh too small to allow 
all flsh through that will weigh less than a pound; four squhre 
Inches is the size that Hon. Judge Caton recommended and the size the 
bill will recommend. A word in relation to tbe introduction of new 
flsh and their artificial propagation. By tills method New York bos re¬ 
duced the price of shad In five years from eighteen cents per poaud to 
three cents per pound. Lakes which were almost barren have been re¬ 
stocked and tbe augler is having flue Ashing again. Wisconsin has now In 
her batching house ten million of flsh to turn out Into her waters. Tbe 
French have been engaged iu flsh culture for many years and French 
legelalatlon haa decided that flsh culture shall form a part of tbe studies 
or all farm schools. Fish culture is no experiment; It hsa been 
proven too many times to admit of auy argument against It Congress, 
too, haa sean tbe need of looking into the decrease of tbe food fishes 
of the sea coast and lakes of the United States, and some four years ago 
made appropriation for the purpose of restocking the same, and also 
furnishing to the different States a nroportlon of spawn — 
and had it not been for the State Fish Culture Association 
and Governor Bevorldge we should not have had any flsh from 
the general government; as it la, as far as I hail consignments. I have 
bandied and turned out Iuto the public watera of Illinois. The flsh 
handled by me have been of the California salmon, tbe land locked 
salmon and Penobscot; so It cannot be said that tbe State Fish Cul¬ 
ture Assoclatlou has not accomplished anything. I hope every 
angler who can see his member In our legislature, will impress It upou 
his mind the need of a passage of a flsh Dill. There are now 24 Statea 
engaged In flsh culture, and handling large quantities of flsh outside 
of what they received from tbe general government. In conversation 
with one of the flsh commissioners of New Hampshire, 1 asked if he 
fouud any trouble In gelling the legislature to make the appropriation 
he wanted? Ills answer was "No; my worst trouble la to get the 
flsh and spawu." 1 do not think that saying more is necessary. Shall 
be glad to meet Mr. Crooker at Springfield. Yours, W. A. Pratt. 


A Shell Fish Story.— The Washington Nation relates the follow¬ 
ing: "While some men were at work a short distance down the Poto¬ 
mac, a day or two eluce, dredging for oysters, one of the workmeu 
came across what he regirded as an unusually large and fine oyster, 
which he at once proceeded to open. As the shell, which was about 
•lx inches long, was being opened, the man pressed one of his Augers 
into tbe partially opened shell, when to bis utterastonisbment and pain 
something inside look a Arm hold of his Anger, and when he forcibly 
abstracted it be experienced considerable pain, and fouud It somewhat 
lacerated. His suspicion and surprise were by this time excited, aud 
he at aoce opened the shell, and was astonished to find that k con¬ 
tained a curious animal, several inches long, completely Ailing the cav¬ 
ity of the shell. This animal very much resembles wbat Is commonly 
called a water dog. except that It has no feet. The head was similar to 
that of a catfish, with a large mouth full of fine teeth. Just back of its 
head are two large lobes, which give it a little tbe appearance of a small 
bull dog. The man who had hie finger bitten suffered considerably, 
and It was much inflamed. This animal, whatever it might prove to be. 
must have made Its access to the shell wheu small, destroying the nys 
ter It found as the natural tenant, and grew up to Its prescut size with¬ 
in the calcareous prison usurped by Itself." Upon the very face of It 
la written "Ashy." and very much so. There la no living creature but 
an oyster that could keep tne two shells of an oyster closed so that a 
man would require to preee his two Augers thereinto. The oyster once 
dead tbe two valves of its Integument lose all cohesion, save that 
flbrine junction at the hinge, which would soon become separated ; so 
this "odd Ush" Is not likely long to have inhabited its "calcareous prie 
on," for prison It could not be, aod dwelling it would not long remain. 

Captivx Propagators. -A contributer to Science (Joeeip, writes as 
follows:—For about twelve mouths we have had two gold-fish In an In¬ 
verted propagating-glass fourteeu inches lu diameter. They ne male 
and female; and on Sunday, Aag 27, tbe female began to deposit its 
eggs the male uursutug it with the greatest fury, rubbing against Us 
•ides, aud at times almost pushing it out of the water. The eggs were 
laid singly, at times two or three holding together, the male devouriug 

them with Ibe greatest avidity, ao much so inst We had to take them 
out that we might see whether they would hatch or not. On tbe third 
day those that contained young showed with a magnifier a b)a< k spot 
for tbe eyes, and a dark band for thv backbone, which was moved every 
few minutes from the sides to the top, and then back again, while the 
addled eggs were opaque aud covered with conferva:. On tbe eighth day 
wc aaw the first young oue, about one-eighth inch loug, wriggling In 
the water like a tadpole, aud, after swimming au Inch or two, ft rested 
on the sides of the glass, tail downwards. Iu form, at the time, might 
be compared when under the microscope, to a cooflsh with tbe head 
cutoff behind the gills, and then two large eyes put on sufficient to 

cover the front and bulge out on each side. With a good Inch-power 

we could see no tutermu organs, except the lnleatlnal canal, and no 
circulation. They are now a week old, and about one-quarter Inch 
loug; their head still seems to be all eyes, but their form aud mode of 
swimming are now very much like that of the old flsh. 1 have Just put 
one under the microscope,aud find It much more developed; the fins 
and tail are like a bit of tissue paper; the stomach Is very large, and 
each pomp of the heart la plainly seen, whilst the circulation la now a 
sight worth teeing.__ 

Living in Icr nor a Yiar. — Flab are cold-blooded creatures, as every 
one knows, but tbe proprietor of the Fourteenth Ward House, on Mur¬ 
ray street, Newark, N J., has a sample or tbe piscatorial tribe which 
for cooineea is equalled only In scientific annals. He is of diminutive 
•ize a minnow, lu fact, and was brought to the eatabllehment embed 
ded in a block of Ice, acme two lochee below the aurface. ne had evt- 
dantly been frozen when the Ice waa formed last Winter, and haa been 
living a comfortable thongh inactive existence ever since. That he was 

alive ha* been alive, aodTs alive at present, la demonstrated by tbe 

fact that when removed from hie lev home and placed in water he pad 
died off comfortably and easily, evidently enjoying a release from bis 
long Imprisonment The little fellow baa been living a life of sus 
pended animation for nearly a year at least, but though It has retarded 
hie growth, he Is evidently in a healthy condition.

Sweet bird, of tender memories wreathed around the Image of the 
homestead where Aral the child looked out on nature smiling, and held 
converse with birds and flowers in language mute, yet eloquent—tell 
me, sweet bird, thou marvelous magician of the pliant wing, but a tithe 
of the secrets thou didst disclose to sympathetic childhood ere the 
world came cold between thee aud me—teach me once more my lesson, 
O. swallow! 

Tbe years are no more to the old man—they arc like the shadow of a 
troubled dream; In the reawakening, their haggard faces dissolve, the 
rustliog of their time-worn, dust-laaeu garments dies away, aod once 
more the swallow is twittering boueath the roof—la twittering still as of 
old. Under that roof where he first saw light, and chased motes of 
the sunbeam with childish glee; that roof where the love of a mother 
guarded his truant footsteps; where tbe wedding guests assembled to 
welcome the bride; where—ah 1 me—all was hashed aud still when the 
first of another generation was laid beneath the daisies; under the roof 
where life has passed like a span, sits tbe old mao. and his memory 
drifts backward while the swallow twitters on. 

How mysterious the tie between us I Those bright and free, a very 
Ariel, buoyant as air. flckle as the wind, yet iu thy perversity only like 
the charmed needle that quivers before it settles true to the North, 
even as thou comest to nestle under my cave*. Thou hast tbe whole 
world to choose; thon hsst conquered the air with thy magical wing; 
space melts at the touch of that wounderful wand, and distance la no 
more; thy dainty foot spurneth tbe very ground whereon I must tread— 
thou art not of the earth, like me; and yet. with pluions folded close to 
thy breast dost thou seek shelter In an humble home beneath my roof. 
Barely not unbidden, nor unwelcome—for surely in thy tralb and con¬ 
stancy, thy sweet content aud peace the world can never give, a lesson 
may be learned the world cau never teach. 

How the twittering of the swallow brings back scenes that live 
again I May the quickening of tbe memories that the gentle creature 
stirs be in earnest that tbe roees still iutertwine our hopes? 

Tbe placid pool at eventide reflects the setting sun, its clear still 
bosoru glowing with the radiance of departing splendor, ere It slumbers 
iu the advancing darkness, like one who "lies down to pleasaot 
dreams." Here tailed the toy ships; here were wrecks, or losses far at 
sea. that broke youug owners' hearts. Here skipped flat pebbles at 
duck and drake, aud merry were the shouts when the skimming stone 
kept on beyond tbe rest. Here came the swallow, skimming loo. lu 
troops, rippling the limpid eleroeut with a touch of his feathery oar us 
he glided onward, rose in graceful curves, and passed swiftly from 
view. The lustre of his steel-blue back vied with tne tints of the sun¬ 
set ;hisauowy breast was reflected in the glassy water—all too soon was 
he gone.

Here Is the face of nature scarred with spade, and pick,and drill, 
and blasting powder; stout quarry men have torn from her embrace 
the granite, which awakeued from the sleep of ages to take 
new shapes hewn squarely under tbe skillful chisel, and rear a mighty 
monument. The stony bosom of the earth is bared; the naked bank 
tower« above the confu ed masses of rock at Ita feet. Here came the 
•wallow loo—not at his fluiebed home, but here, where man sought Lbe 
material to build with, came the timid brown bank swallow, so Inti¬ 
mate. so subtle, so far reaching, were the links that bouud the bird's 
life to ours. The birds clustered ou the brink; they cluug to the grav¬ 
elly cliff; they penetrated tbe earth; they lived happy in the very 
traces of man's handiwork. We did not understand It then, when we 
shrunk In dread from the forbidden pile* of rock, while we gazed with 
delight at the trooping swallows; but we are wiser now. 

This is the old garret; here, quite up to ibe rafters are piled the 
quaiut old things, long since discarded, mute witnesses of households 
that formed aud fell apart. It rains; the drops patter down on tbe 
* hi ugly roof, aud course along the dusty puuea of Lite little window at 
the far side. Here cauie tbe little ones with great schemes 
for house keeping, full of the importance of their 
plans, eagerly seeking for furniture, dreading the dark 
of unexplored recesses, shrinking from tbe stealthy spiders that lurked 
lu the cobwebs. Here under the same roof, separated by only a thin 
partition were other little housekeepers, already e-tabllshed. full of 
their plans, brooding their youug. For the eave swallow had fastened 
ita nest beneath the projecting edge of the roof, and its joyous twiuer- 
lug echoed the glee of the chlldreu inside; Ita solicitude for its young 
brood auswereu their fears—tbe bird and the child wore uear each oth 
er indeed.

Even now. aa 
I tread the busy thoroughfare. Jostled and jostling in tbe eager crowd 
which surged onward to their fancied goal. I sometime* see tbee still, 
and know thv life is still linked with man's. Bo may it ever be; though 
we may change, thou art always tbe same, aod thy teaching Is-no 
brave, be true, be steadfast!

It wonld bo a rory strange thing If with our little experience In dog 
shows all mistakes could be foreseeti and avoided. "To err is human. 
Mid wo may congratulate ourselves that our bluuuers have beeufo few, 
yet bo il) the more prompt to correct thiwu which • criticism of the 
pant reveal*. Id tbo first place, we ttiluk lUe style of prizes heretofore 
given baa not been of a character to merit or gain long continued pop* 
nlar approval. Americana are practical, anil naturally prefer senuiue 
and liitrinaic worth to mere gumly premium. Display may be attractive 
to superficial obaervera. aud a handsome ewe of large cupa glittering 
with all the fre*hne»8 of polish may look well to tboae who do uot kuow 
that they are ouly plated, but I fancy if the real feelings of the winner* 
could be exposed, they would be something akin to those 
of the mau who drew the elephant—proud of the victory, 
but at a loss wlut to do with tbe prize. It may be *aul a 
cup l§ a mere symbol valuable for what it reprexeuts; but why should 
not that symbol have a value of It* own? It certainly would uot make 
the awards leas occeptable to substitute for plate, articles of solid silver, 
which could be procured for the pretended value If not 
the real coat of the fashionable cups. Or if such would be too 
expensive, handsome bronze medals suitably Inscribed, or last of all 
richly illuminated diplomas could be procured, auythiug, in fact, that 
would really be what it appeared, and that would uot rouse the half 
blush of shame with which a matt answers the question "la that cup 
pure silver?" It was the custom at some of the Eastern agricultural 
shows, to give for prizes small solid silver goblets bearing the uarnea of 
the successful animals, so that a man who ored frequent wiuuers could 
•oou furnish bla table aud give his guests something to talk 
about. We would suggest to our show committees the consideration 
of a similar plau a* adapted to the exhibit lone under their charge. 

In all the shows held In this country the rules buve declared that 
owners should not lead their dogs before the judges, but give them up 
to a person appointed for that purpose. This is all wroug. and calcu¬ 
lated to work unjustly raiber than equitably. The object of this regu¬ 
lation Is to preveut the judges being lultueuced by the exbihitors; but 
If judges run not be trusted to act houorably and to give awards upon 
the true merits of the animals, they are not lit for their posltlous. 
Dogs vary In their characters and dispositions, aud mauy will hot ap¬ 
pear to advantage In the hands or a perfect stranger. Some will be 
cowed by the strange voice and commands; other* will be Irritated 
thereby, and still others will show an utter Indifference and listless de¬ 
partment that obscures rut her than reveals mauy of thel • attraction*. 
This is not then as fair to all as It appears at first sight. Every exhibitor 
Is entitled to have his aog fairly judged, aud In order that he may be. 
the owner should have a chance to show him off at his best by leading 
him out In person. We don't mr.au that any exhibitor should be al¬ 
lowed to call u judge’s attention to any points of his dog. lie 
should uot be permitted to address the judges while before them, 
or to nrlract their atteutlou at any time during the judging by remarks 
npou his own or otuer’s dogs. To euforce this the judge should beau- 
thorized to disqualify any dog whose owner disregards this regulation. 
The dogs should be taken to a room and showed separately. The own¬ 
ers should stand at the opposite end from the judge*, and as each one 
Is called for he should lead up his dog for judgment. Much dissatis¬ 
faction has been expressed over past awards, and though of course 
there will always be grumblers we are convinced that this plan of ex¬ 
hibiting will prove far more popular than that which has prevailed 
Every mail feels that he wautsto see how the judges work, and as these 
are uuolic servants for the time belny. their patrons should be granted 
this supervision, provided it can be done without prejudice to thegeu- 
e>al Interest. A judge who knows his business will feel no hesitation 
In arriving at his conclusions simply because of the presence of the 
owner*. And backed by the disqualifying power we have spoken of. 
sustained as this would be by all the other exhibitor*, whose Interests 
would be Imperiled by the offence, he would we think, find his duties 

leas onerous sud subsequent criticism less severe. 

A third reform Is needed in the class of stock dogs exhibited with 
their progency. There should be some limit of age to the produce, 
since It !s manifestly unfair to allow oue dog to be shown with his get, 
two or three year* old fully matured aud developed, against paps of 
only a few months. This should be a class of stock dogs and their 
pups. The limit should be fixed at twelve months. This will create 
larger classes os many persous will cuter who will not do so how, large 
classes are what we want and auy arrangement that will Induce these 
will prove of great practical benefit to show*.

Editor Chicago Field:— According to my promise to you when In 
your office about a month ago, 1 proceed to give you some Idea of this 
monster dog show. But you must not expect any very satisfactory ac¬ 
count. for either ihe Chicago Field I* uuKnowu here, or they do not 
care a continental for the press. Supposing that 1 should receive a cer- 
talu amount of courtesy, and have better access to making a quiet sum¬ 
mary of the dogs as your representative. 1 tried II on. but was assured 
that "we" the committee or management, "were quite Independent of 
press support." Upou Inquiry l discovered that the managers of this 
show gave themselves sir-, and treated the press with a sort of cou- 
tempt. But why? Arc they not supposed to be holding a show for the 
promotion of knowledge in matters c 'lilnc; are not ihe members of the 
press or raiber the sporting portion of it supposed to be guides to this 
end? If. then, the effort uf the commi'tce of management of the Blr 
tnlngham dog show was to assist in the Improvement of the various 
breeds of dogs, and not a mere money speculation, why do they wish 
to cover up their tracks as it were from the press? ralk about tbe 
Centeuuial dog show muddle! Why it was no worse than this—nor a* 
bad. There you had a pack of officials who were officials, and neither 
eportsmeu nor dog fanciers. Here there wa* a committee of men sup 
posed io be both sportsmen and dog fanciers, and also men accus 
loin eel to couduct a show so that the ostensible intent of that show 
should be best realized. Your Centennial commissioners did not know 
wbat. was the os-enslble purpose of u dog show, eo hoped to make all 
things smooth by giving all prizes aud no blank*. They might just aa 
well have done that here, ms far as the prize list was a criterion of 
merit, for worse judging could not have been. I do not take upon my- 
self to utter this inerelv from my owu knowledge but from the fact that 
my crude judgmeut was abundaully sustained uot only by tb o cognos¬ 
centi, but by such of the ought to-know pressmen whose opinions I 
beard expressed. At Philadelphia the judging was doue well, au«l red- 
tape over rode knowledge. But here the judging was done bad y, and 

there was either little judgment or less good win. There is ouly one 
poasible excuse to be advanced for ttie judges—Curzon Uall, where the 
•bow was held, Is not big enough for the fitting exhibition of so mauy 
dogs, 1,000 in all. aud it is Just possible, owing to the crowding, 
that tne judges lost their he.ids and Jolted down wrong points to doffs; 
yet this should not have beeu among veterans. One thing 1* celtAlB. 
tba few. If any, are satisfied, for the grossest self adulation could hardly 
convince some prize winners that they deserved the awards made them. 
Yon will perceive that in Judging the dachshunds, which 
Cuming quite a popular breed here, and of which Dr. Twaddell.of Phil 
odelpbia. has imported some good specimens, that they divide them 
Into two clns-es—red. anil other than rod; this is because there is a dif¬ 
ference of opinion *e to the correct color, aud unless so divided, perfect 
dogs would be thrown out because their color was unsuitable to the 
fancy of certain Judges They Judged them on a table eo as to get * 
better view of their shoulders, elbows, etc..which could not be well ob¬ 
tained from an inspection whilst ou tbo bunches. This class was necu- 
llsrly well judged, at least according to nubile opinion. Kncloeed find 
the prize list taken from tbe Sporting Gazette.

Many men owu poor dogs—yes, meau miserable curs, whoso only 
recommendation Is that they were "brought over iruin England this 
year,’’ and as a natural consequence, are, so their owners think, much 
more valuable than your dog, which is ouly American bred. 

It is true, of course, that the ttuesi dogs In this country were origin¬ 
ally Imported. It is also a fact that many beautiful specimens are nuw 
auuualiy brought over; butou ihe other band, the business of importing 
dogs Is so coiuuiou that oue lbird of thu animals brought over are abao 
lutely good for nothing. We will suppoee.aa lu one instance i know of, 
a poiuter dog of having been sent to New York city, billed to 
a sporting gentleman. * Immediately upon tbe arrival of the ship with 
her precious load our friend goes down aod gets bis "gilt-edged Im¬ 
ported pointer." lie has in bis pocket a letter say lag about as follows: 

"The dog 1 send you per steamer-la from the kennels of my brother 

In Edinburgh, and is out of tbe famous English pointer bitch Mob, and 
from my celebrated Tell. He is three years old. baa a beautiful form 
(bis mother’s), and l trust will prove himself wbat I take and know 
him lo be-a gill edged poiuter.

Editor Chicaoo Field.— I have just learned by private letter that 
Mr. Jesse Sherwood included uie also Id bis field challenge to Mr. L. H. 
Smith Issued through the columns of Rod and Gun. l’hc fact that I 
have not seen a copy of that paper for months, must explain tuy sileuco 
and at the same time Ihj my excuse If I do not uow reply strictly to ihe 
letter of the challenge, a* all l know of the matter is what I have 
gleaned from the letter* of Messrs. Smith and Sherwood In your col¬ 
umns.

will give or take one month In age, aa It would be manifestly unfair 
to match these youngsters against others many months older. One 
condition 1 shall, however exact, vt«: that Mr. Sherwood shall soter 
against my dogs only those pure natives of which tbe Edina Kenoel 
contains each fine specimens- the criterion of native blood belog that 
none of them shall D« the deeccndanta of dog* Imported since 1870.

Review of the Memphis Field Trials. 

Editor Cbicaoo Field.-Now that the Memphis Field Trials are 
aver, aud discussion of the rules and result seem* to beta order.1 would 
like to say a word regarding an addition to the rules which I consider 
of vital importance, ft Is, that poiuts of merit dc added for nose aud 
staunchness, which 1 consider two of the moat desirable qualities of a 
good riel cl dog. Believing this will he generally admitted by all good 
sportsmen. I do not feel called on to advance any argument In-lts favor 
—uo matter how great the speed or bow grand the style, without a good 
■ftflf to Aud and Ntauuchne** to hold his point, a dog can never give 
satisfaction In the Acid. The rules used at Memphis were faulty In not

"stink bird.’ 1 There is scarcely a sportsman who has 
any experience In training a dog with a good nose but 
has found uotll be had worked him a long time after the classes of 
game for which he was to he specially used, that be would Invariably 
point the "slink bird.** If this is admitted, then wherein lays the 
boasted superiority of the blue blood winners? The Puppy stakes was 
won- Unit prize, Isabel, a native; second and third prizes, divided be¬ 
tween Countess, s native, and Pride of the South, a blue blood. The 
Champiou stakes was won—Arst price. Drake, blue blood; second prize, 
Stafford, blue blood; thin) prize, Paris, blue blood. Let us look at this 
for a moment before being too enthusiastic over it. Drake bad 45 
poiuts; Buck, a Ane native bitch, stood next with 44 points -but having 
pointed two "stink birds" was set back four points, leaving her score 
40; Lilly, a Ane pointer bitch, stood 43 points, the number with which 
Stafford wou; but she alao was set back four points for the same reason 
as Buck. Paris won at 43 points, just one point ahead of the native 
Duke. Style and speed won both the second and third prizes. 
Not having seen the Brace stakes run. I am not prepared 
to speak of them. What the public want la to understand lu 
what particular respect the blue nlooda surpassed the natives. For 
one. I uin prepared to say from wbatl have seen of them In direct com- 
parhon with natives In the Aeld they have not sbowu a superior nose 
or greater staunchness; hut some of them were fully equal, others in¬ 
ferior. but If equally good bring generally much handsomer, 1 should 
give them the preference. Owners of blue bloods will bear In mind I 
speak of those 1 own and have seen; but they will also bear In mind 
the natives ruu at Memphis were about as inferior looking a lot as oue 
generally meets in a days shooting (owners of natives, pardon me) but 
like judges at bench shows I do not expect to suit all; but have opin¬ 
ion* of aiy owu which I always freely express. Now for a moment lei 
us look at tbo work done by the native Isabela, of the "funeral pace," 
In the Puppy stakes. Shu was pul down on a scattered covey or bird*, 
where a dog to be effective should work cautiously, and no one knew 
that better tbau her owner, who not only fully understands the 
points of u dog, but what is required of them In tbe held—she had a 
sensitive nose combined with great caution, aud showed to great ad¬ 
vantage in the position in which she was placed; and although in the 
judges' report she shows less point* for speed tbsn nny other entry It 
was not that she did not possess speed, but because the position did 
not require her to exhibit It. Her owuer worked her to win, tis did all the 
others, but it w is her nose, cautlou and staunchness that won her tbo 
Arst prize, which wiis, no doubt, more satisfactory to her owner than 
twelve poiuts tor speed and style and no prize. Compare her action 
with Pride of this South, who. lu the Champion stakes ww pnt dowu lu 
a similar situation; a covey was fonnd in some sedge grass and Pride 
cast off to point (hem; he deliberately Hushed Arst one, then 
another, after which the whole covey raised and he 
was drawn; he had speed and style but lacked the 
the nose and caution required on broken covies. On this I was some¬ 
what surprized as he had ah*«wu some remarkable Aue work on a run¬ 
ning covey in the Puppy stakes. At their trials I could not help notic¬ 
ing how beautifully the dogs with few exceptions were broken, never 
being spoken to after being cast off. The whistle and motion of tbe 
hand did It all. To ine, lid* was a beautiful part of the exhibition and 
oue 1 have never seen equalled. The advantage of It was so plnkuly 
shown by comparing Erin with Friend In tbe prize for the Greenwood 
Cap that unless a dog was well broken I should never enter him for a 
Held trial prize. What we want is Aeld trials in some more central lo¬ 
cality say Illinois or Indlaua, where quail are plenty, it might 
then he expected a belter chance would be given to te-t 
the relative merits of the best natives with the best blue 
blood. The excuse for not bringing them to Memphis Is tbe distance and 
expense; and It is a very good reason, that can with justice be regarded 
by many owners of Due native dogs. But. if those desirous of perpetu¬ 
ating Aeld trials and bench shows In some central locality will join the 
"National American Kennel Club," It will become Anaucially strong 
eunugh to offer both a Aeld trial aud bench show annually. This is what 
Is wanted as a stimulant to greater excellence In our rapidly Improv¬ 
ing strain of naming dogs, and It ie to be hoped that a general good 
feeling and baud to hand work from all sections will result in bring 
iug about the desired result.

of the unmoral* II.. III., ect., be added. Home of our owner* and 
breeders have already adopted this wise plan, bnt other* have not. 

Bat why should wc with oar cosmopolitan composition as a nation 
be so straightened with regard to names as to require to repeat them 
over and over again. Have we not all animated nature, art. science, 
literature, to say nothing of past history and passing events from which 
to call ustnes Tor our dogs. Look at ao entry to any large English 
coursing or field trial stake and note the variety of names. What more 
beautiful name for s beautiful bitch could there be than Lobelia, 
Stephanotls, Swallow. Qazelle or any such that calls to mind beauties 
of other kinds. The very name of Swallow gives yoo the Ides of s well 
built graceful Mtth sklmmlcg over the prairie with light and airy tread 
in quest of her game and turning with lighting rapidity and precision 
upon discovering It. The "Immortal William" queries "What’s In a 
name?" and suggests that "a rose by any other name would smell as 
sweet." 1 beg to differ with him and would not care to sniff at tbe 
sweetest rose that, ever bloomed If it wos called castor oil or poppy. 

But let this not be a mere matter of taste. Let the National Ameri¬ 
can Kennel Club assert its nationality and show that It means to exist 
as an executive body, for the well being of the national kennel and not 
as a mere ttUetanli , assuming the airs of importance but doing nothing.

Snppoaing It 
did, we can #nd the latteral force in bone-power exerted by auch a 
alorra on each aqnare foot of our houeea, haras, hay rlcka, etc., by the 
following formula: . . . . 

Area in Inches x by pressure In lbs., x by speed in feet per minute 
divided by 33.000. Filling this out we have 

7 ' 144 x % x 5,980 divided by 33,000,

O. A. P., McKiuncy. Texas. -My friend J. C H. of this city has a 
good uatlve pointer dog about one yea/ old that la sick aud he fears he 
may lose him. be has been an well for several months, as wesnpposed 
with distemper. On minute examination we find he is losiug flesh 
very fast and is quite poor, has a bad congb, bis eyes have been mat¬ 
tering for some time.seems to have fever,bis gait is unsteady and he has 
an abscess on bis bead between the eye and ear on the left side which 
contains pas. If you can make eny suggestions as to what to do so 
that we can save him yon will confer a favor. Ana.—The do* Is suffer 
ing probably from the effects of distemper which attacks pointers 
more severely tbau any other breed. We fear he is too far gone to be 
helped, but as long as there is life there Is hope, ao try the following 
mixture, take of qnlnw dlsulphate twenty-four grains, sulphuric acid 
oue drachm, roagueaiutn sulphate four drachms, carbolic acid 
forty drops, simple syrup one ounce and distilled water to make six 
ounces; mix ana give a desert spoonful three times a day, and give a 
teaspoonful of port wine every hour, and beef tea for food. Open the 
abscess and wash the eyes with tepid water and milk In equal parts. 
Examine the eyes to see if there is iteration of the cornea, which la 
very apt to supervene. If to touch lunsr costlc directly to the ulcer* 
once a day. . . 

M. E , Minonk.— I have two dogs and recently sent them Into the 
conutry for the winter. A day or two since I paid them a visit and 
found both enormously fat. and covered with a sort of rash on the 
back and sides, causing great IrriUtion. so that the dogs are constantly 
•cratchiug and biting themselves; the hair has also come off on some 
of these spots and the skin Is bright red. Tbe man who has tbe doge in 
charge has been killing pigs, and the dogs have eaten the offal. Can 
yon tell me what the disease Is and how to cure U? Ans.—Your dogs 
have the mange, caused by Improper food; keep all meat away from 
them, and feed only bread and milk with vegetables. Give twice a day 
five drops of Fowler’s solution of arsenic, aud rub Into the sore places 
once a aay a very little green iodide of mercury and lard, one part of 
the former to elxteeu of the latter. Keep the dogs dry and warm while 
the ointment I* on them. 

W. U. B., Battle Creek.—I noticed In your Issue of last week the arti¬ 
cle on hydrophobia, and wish lo know what are the excillug causes 
apart from Innoculatiou, my object being to avoid the disease if possi¬ 
ble by care of my dogs? Ans.—Nothing is known of the cause of hy¬ 
drophobia, Have as it is communicated by tbe bite of rabid animals. 
All experiment* have failed to Induce it, and it Is therefore Imposible 
to offer any advice a* to safeguards, other than ordinary care to keep 
tbe dogs In a healthy condition, with proper regard to natural Inclina¬ 
tions and desires. Unnatural restraints and enforced changes In life 
will have a tendency to induce disease of different kinds, aud hydro¬ 
phobia may possibly be one of the many. 

R. M. L5.. Detroit, Mich.—I havs a beagle bitch nine year* old that 
was taken sick yeMterday; she has lost the nsc of her hind leg* and 
drags herself along without apparent pain; she ha* the use of her tall 
anrl 1 thought from that that her spine could not be effected. What 
cau 1 do for her. Ans.—Give her a full purgative dose and Inject ions 
of soap snd water to move tbe bowels freely If possible, and follow It 
after a couple of day* wtlh tonic* of atrychulne. 

R. A. C.. Bloomington.—Can you give roe directions for spaying a 
bitch pup? There is no one here that understand* It, and I am anx¬ 
ious to have it done before the pup get* too old. Ans.—We cannot di¬ 
rect you, as spaying i* a surgical operation that requires experience 
and anatomical knowledge, which cannot be conveyed by auy mere 
description. You had better apply lo some reliable veterinary surgeon. 

O. R. T.. Keokuk.—What can 1 do for a dog that has been lame for 
some time as tbe result of a lump that strained the cords in one of bis 
front legs. There Is quite a bunch on the Inside of the leg half way be¬ 
tween knee and shoulder. An*.—Foment the leg for half an hour twice 
a day with water ns hot aa the dog can bear, and afterwards rnb well 
with arnica and strong spirit* of wine equal parts. 

T. G. B. W., Galesburg, 111.—Can you give us tbe name of aome book 
treating oil the breeding and rnlsiug of black-aud-tan terriers? 2. If 
so. where can we obtain It? Ans.—We know of no book exclusively 
treating on this els** of dogs, but recommend "Stonehenge” on the 
Dog. 2. Enclose us f3.?5, and we will send It to you by mail; or ask 
your bookseller. 

Phil, Delavan.—1 have a rabbit dog that gets lame by breaking 
through the snow cru*t. 1* there any way 1 can toughen his feet eo 
that they will not give oat? An*.— Soak the feet well dally in strong 
brine. If this does not have the effect pnt boots on tbe dog. 

S. A. R., Green Bay.—Where can l get a thoroughbred Imported 
Scotch stag hound, ana at what price? Ans.—We do not know of any 
in this country. Perhaps an advertisement in our columns may bring 
a response from some of our foreign friend*. 

VETERINARY. 

D. M.. Casell. la.—I have a good horse that ha* a sore mouth from 
pulling on the bir lie is quite a fancy trotter, having made 2:87. He 
nolds his head in towards bis chest a good deal when he trot*, aud the 
bit conies against his under jaw. and 1 have to null very hard lo hold 
him down, and It ha* made sores on the bone that run some all the 
time, and it smell* very bad. I have tried to heal It with some patent 
salve, but have not succeeded. Please prescribe for It, and oblige an 
old subsrlber. Ans.-The Injury cau/ed inflammation, which has ex¬ 
tended to the bone, and irvolved It In disease, and carles Is resulting, 
which Is molecular death of the bone. Surgery must be resorted to be¬ 
fore it can be made to heal. If you are oe#r a qualified veterinary sur¬ 
geon you had better employ him, for a* we have before stated tbe knife 
should only be used by skillful hands, but if not you can do It your 
self. Cast the horse on a good bed and secure him firmly, and have 
two assistants to hold the head still. Then have his mouth held open 
by meaus of a balling Iron or some other device Cut down through 
the tissues to the bone, then with a curved knife gouge out a little of 
the surface of the bone, from which tbe discharge comes. Wash it 
clean, and swab the exposed bone once a day for three or fonr days 
with hydro-chloric acid diluted one half with water, and drea* It twice 
a day with carbolic acid one part and olive oil six parts, and feed on 
soft food. Clean It thoroughly every time It is dressed, and keep the 
bit out till entirely well. 

T. P. Jackson, Mich.—I have a good horse, fine, well-ebaped body and 
an exra traveler: Is seven year* old, and weighs about eleven hundred. 
About eight months ago he got lame in his right bind leg; It came on 
a* gradually, bnt increased irom day today. At first I thought It 
mlgnt be a sprain of some of tbe muscles in the hip, and gave him a 
few day's rest; but be did oot get any better and 1 noticed he waa lamer 
on starting than after driving a while, and before long there was a 
slight enlargement of the innr part of the bock, and not long after there 
was a ringbone on tbe pastern of the same leg, and he got too lame to 
drive, so I laid him up and blistered both epaviu and ringbone, and 
have repeated it four limes, which produced a good blister each time 
and left It quite raw. He Is still very lame on them and they are troth 

f iretty large. Would you recommend me to repeat the bllater, or would 
t be belter to fire them? Ans.—It is generally better to use tbe cau¬ 
tery at first, for to produce the same effects by simply blistering, It has 
to be repeated several times, and as a rale the two first applications only 
aggravate It, for the Irritation produced Is not sufficient lo bring about 
the desired effect; hence we find the enlargements increasing Instead 
of diminishing In size. But It would not do to fire over the sores yon 
have produced by the blistering, so we would recommend you to give 
him three month* more rest; then. If the lameness still continues, your 
only resort will be to have him fired. 

J. N. 8., Milwaukee.-One or onr mares was taken sick In August 
last with partial paralysis. She wa* bled nntll greatly reduced, then 
driven two miles. Her right bind leg became weak, and for a few days 

she lost the use of it entirely. 8he I* now lo perfectbealth.but tbe qvar- 

ter Is dlmtnl»bed In size so that just above the thigh the skin seems to 

be growing fast to the bone. The sinews seem to be affected on account 

of being drawn so tight. Please Inform me through your veterinary an 
swer* tne cause and what treatment to pursue. Ana. —We are Inclined 
to think that there was something else the matter with the mare than 
simply partial paralysis, for the latter would receive no benefit from the 
treatment you gave It, aod your not giving us tbe history of the caae 
before she was taken, (In regard to the work and feed she bad), nor the 
symptoms which led you to conclude that it wss partial paralysl*. we 
cannot give you an opinion aa to the cause of tbe above malady: hot 
the wastlog of tbe muscles of tbe quarter l# due to disuse; anything 
that wouldcause her to favor that leg for any length of time, would 
cause wasting of the muscles. They may he stimulated to develop by 
fomenting the part with hot water and plenty of hand rubbing and reg 
ular gentie exercise, and also the occasional use of either ammoni- 
acal or canthartdean liniment.

THE LATE SEPTILATERAL AND POOL-BOX. 

The cupidity of the larger associations has lately become 
very npparent. In August last, Buffalo established anew 
departure in the interpretation of the rules and regulations 
of the National Association governing trotting contests. 

In the 2:82 race, fraudulently finished by her own adiuis 
sions, she permitted her patrons to be robbed in her own 
pool-box, by a refusal to declare all bets off. 

The next week but one, Utica followed this precedent in 
her 2.24 race, and justified her course by proclaiming that 
the jobbers lost their money and the outsiders won it. This 
action on the part of such great associations, very naturally 
shocked the friends of the trotting turf throughout the 
country. It has been satisfactorily demonstrated that the 
motive for these remarkable decisions was to save the re¬ 
spective associations the paltry percentage of the pools 
sold on these races; or if this statement concerning thcBe 
• races may be questioned by some of our readers as unwar¬ 
ranted, we will demonstrate our means of arriving at this 
conclusion, by saying that such proceedings were wholly 
contrary to law, and being so we are entirely at a loss to 
account for them upon any other hypothesis than as slated. 

To further confirm our conclusions that these associa 
lions were* regardless of the rights of their 
patronB, when these interests come in conflict, we call 
attention to the able and minute reports of “H. B.” of the 
Utica meeting as published in the Turf, Field and Farm 
of August 18th. This report referring to an interview with 
Mr Hutchinson, First Vico Prerident of the National Asso¬ 
ciation. and also President of the Utica Association, repre¬ 
sents this gentleman as saying substantially that it would be 
better for the interests of the trotting turf for associations to 

be lawfully entitled to retain their percentage on all pools 

sold, whether the race was trotted on its merits or other 
wise This indeed is quite an admission; it also seemed to 
have the unqualified approval of *‘H. B." Now what does 
it amount to? It simply places these gentlemen upon rec¬ 
ord as saying in substance that the public should not say 

much about such highway robbery on the part of even anch 
aristocratic associations, when by a fair, just and legal ap¬ 
plication of the rules and regulations of the National Asso¬ 
ciation the individuals composing such associations would 
lose about one-third of one per cent, of the pending pools^ 
With such high authority for the probable unfairness of 
associations when a trifling amount of money is involved, 
why should we expect men of less average wealth, of less 
average social standing, of less average opportunities to 
become cultivated in the various directions which grace the 
honorable gentleman, why should we expect of this less 
favored class invariable fairness in the management of their 
horses, when they have involved three hundred limes the 
amount of individual members of associations. 

Such cupidity on the part of associations does not promise 
any great promotion of the welfare of the trotting turf. 
The chief obstacle to its popularity is, that unlike most race¬ 
horse associations, trotting associations are formed not so 
much to promote breeding fine horses and the furnishing of 
sport of an excellent quality, as for the purpose of mak- 
in & money. 

As stated in a late issue of the Field, this weight 
is so great that it is quite probable it will break the back of 
Ihe National 'Association. This reported interview of 
'■H. B.’s" seemed too absurd an innovation upon well set¬ 
tled customs for us to take any notice of It at the time; but 
here it comes again, indorsed by all the members of the 
Board of Appeals lately convened at Rochester. The chief 
reasons named for this change of custom are, that jiool sel¬ 
lers and associations should be paid for their trouble in 
selling and returning pools when all bets are declared off 
for fraud; and, also that associations could be more relied 
upon to act honorably by removal of inducements to act 
fraudulently, 

' It k a very original statement to announce that associa- 
tioq|iunder the present customs pertaining to pool selling, 
are insufficiently paid. In our opinion the converse of this 
proposition is true, namely that the rates now charged are 
excessive uud vastly more profitable than they should be to 
associations; bankrupting as they are to all professional 
layers, Cleveland and Buff alo together must have taken 


from the buyers this year about $30,000 as their percentage. 
This large sum it seems ought to pay considerable labor 
nud some risk. This very large amount woutd seem to in¬ 
dicate that a large sum of money sought these trotting 
meetings for investment, but as compared with the amount 
received by associations as compensation for actiug as a 
general stakeholder, it is not true. 

It is not wide of the mark to state that tho average pool- 
buyer under the present bankrupting Bystem, gives to each 
association fully ten per ct. of their winnings,for their simple 
service as stakeholder. This figure is believed to be rather 
below than above the percentage retained by associations. 
When money is laid at even, the percentage on winning is 
always six per cent.; this amount added to the percentage 
paid on wiuningsmade in hedging, brings the average per¬ 
centage paid associations on each day’s winnings fully up 
to our previous statement of ten per cent. 

Indeed, in the cases of some individuals, it will probably 
reach twenty-five per cent, through the various meetings that 
have constituted the septilateral. The exhibit of the relative 
standing of the professional buyers and each association at 
the close of its meeliug, explains very clearly one of the 
chief reasons why the revenues from pool selling grow beau¬ 
tifully less at each succeeding meeting of the great circuit. 

But there are other reasons that are well enough to hur¬ 
riedly mention. The short end buyers for years past have 
been more fortunate in their investments than those who have 
played favorites. Local buyers as a rule are of this class. 
Their considerable winnings at Cleveland, Buffalo and Roch¬ 
ester has annunly retired quite an amount of the circulating 
medium. Nor is it possible to again get this money into 
circulation for the benefit of associations during Ihe 
season. It may stimulate larger local investments the next 
year but for the season it is locked up from circulation, as 
it changed hands, however, the pool-box took its average as 
before explained of ten per cent. No opportunity is offered 
the professional buyers to retrieve this loss for the reason, 
that the short buyers at succeeding meetings, will not take 
a chance to lose the amount that would restore to circula¬ 
tion the money withdrawn by the local buyers at the pre¬ 
ceding meeting. It is true they may recover a portion or it, 
but the majority of chances are against them which ulli- 
ui'iteiy as to the professional buyers, bankrupts them, oo 
unquestionably is Ibis the case, that we do not believe any 
professional buyer can be named who, in striking a balance 
for the past three years, finds his ledger showing a profit. 

The repui al ions of associations for fair play, for protect¬ 
ing the money invested on their races, has much to do with 
I heir revenues from this source. The great betting point 
bus been at Buffalo, but ir the circuit continues, will event¬ 
ually be transferred to Cleveland, provided Cleveland main¬ 
tains her present relative reputation for fair management. 
Buffalo cannot retain her prestige in this respect from nat¬ 
ural causes; if Cleveland manages for the next three years 
her meetings as well, but no better than Buffalo. Under 
the old order of things the usual uianagenicni of associa¬ 
tions it has been demonstrated clearly enough to the practi¬ 
cal man in trotting mutters, that natural causes Dluy the 
mischief with pool-selling, good trotting and liberal patron¬ 
age in long circuits. No increase or penalties for entrance, 
no increase of perquisites from pool selling will place the 
Eastern Associations of the septilateral circuit upon a sat¬ 
isfactory basis. , 

The following of the old grooves by the great circuit, or 
the establishing of new, will not aid much in the elevstion 
of the trotting turf. The National Association under its 
present riDg influences seems to have outgrown its use,ul- 
ness All associations that have been organized chiefly for 
money making, are of no help in promoting the interests or 
the trotting turf. Of this character are all the associations, 
we believe, of the late septilateral. When a policy is 
shaped chiefly from u financial standpoint, it is suicidal in 
tendency. To prevent fraud, associations must pursue a 
Dolicv remunerative to owners, and set at least the example 
to their patrons generally that they are above the influences 
of pool percentage Therefore by the proposed doubling of 
entrance obligations and the increasing of pool perquisites; 
and the reasons set forth by “H. B." ana his Rochester 
Board of Appeals for the new departures; the omens for the 
future prosperity of the trotting turf under its present man¬ 
agement are not auspicious. 


Baltimore Bench Snow.-By special telegram received as. 
-we were going to press, we are enabled to present to our readers, 
a full list of prizes awarded and withheld at the Baltimore' 
show. To any one glancing over the list of entries it will, 
be evident that Baltimore haB placed itself upon record ns a 
successful dog show holder. Those strenuous efforts made 
by the gentlemen mnuaging the show, were not without their 
reward, and oue that was national iD every respect was 
tho result. Not only were there exhibits from all over the 
country, but the prize lists were checkered with the names 
of gentlemen residing East, West and South. It must be 
gratifying to us all to sec those gentlemen and clubs who 
have paid special attention to breeding or importing from 
the best strains, reaping their abundant harvest from the 
Tick prize lists that were presented to tbeir enterprise. Let 
us hope that Chicago may brace up, and show her sister by 
the “sad sea waves" that she too can hold a successful 
show._ 


The Meeting ok Trotting Horse Breeders.-—A num¬ 
ber of gentlemen interested in the breeding of the trotting 
horse, held a meeting on Dec. 20th at the Everett House in 
New York city. Breeders and owners from nearly all the 
Slates North of the Ohio were present, together with dele¬ 
gates from Tennessee, Kentucky, and wo also notice the 
Pacific Slope represented. The constitution and by¬ 
laws presented by the committee at a prior meet¬ 
ing was adopted, upon which the following officers 
were elected: President, Charles Backman, of Orange 
county, N. Y.; Vice-Presidents; first, Major H. C. McDow¬ 
ell, of Kentucky; second, Major Thomas Morton, of New 
York: third, Ex-Governor Leland Stanford, of California; 
Treasurer, ClarkBell, of California; Secretary, L. D. Pack¬ 
er, of New York; Directors: (who, with the officers comprise 
the Executive Committe of the society,) Dr. L.Herr, of Ky.; 
Edwin Thorne, of New York; George M. Jewett, of Kansas; 
Samuel J. Morgan, of Connecticut; H. N. Smith, of New Jer¬ 
sey. The Executive Committee elected the following gentle¬ 
men as a Board of Censors, to have full charge of the 
subject of pedigrees: Guy Miller, Chester, N. Y.; F. D. 
Norris, Brooklyn, N. Y-; David Bonner, New York 
city; W. 8. Tilton, Togus, Maine, and R 8. Veech, 
Louisville, Ky. The object of the meet 

ing wa» to discuss the propriety of breeders having 
annual stakes, for their young trotters, also to encourage 
the bolding of similar meetings all through the United 
States. Another feature will be the entrance and added 
money all going to the winner, the course on which the 
meeting is held to rely for reimbursement upon gate re¬ 
ceipts, &o. The Association, through its Board of Censore, 
will take control of the subject of pedigrees, with a view ol 
eventually publishiogMreliable trotting stud book. 


The Kentucky Association Stakes. —We learn that the 
six stake* offered by this old and flourishing association, 
and which closed on Jan 1st, have been well filled, both as 
to numbers and material.

Camp Life Memories -Preliminary Preparations for the 


“Open Season.’’ 

PART I.

On the 30th day of September. ’71, a party of us were en 
gnged in the preliminary drudgery of erecting a tent, un 


,.acking trunks, converting a pine box into a table and cup¬ 
board tilling straw-ticks, making racks for guns, etc., for, 
be it known, it was the last day of the “close season." On 
the morrow it would be lawful to “pursue with intent to 
kill" the noblest game known to sportsmen, the wild turkey 
and the Virginian deer. 

Our chosen hunting ground was in that dismal and un- 
piclurcsque region iti northwestern Ohio, tvbich is known as 
the Black Swamps. ... , 

The year ’71 is remarkable for its great hres tn forest and 
city as well as for a drought of unusual prolongation. At 
the time of which I write, the ground was ilrv and parched, 
and ils surface checkered with numerous miniature chasms, 
known as “drowlh cracks." 

The woods were on tiro in sundry [daces. There was not 
water enough within three miles of our camp to llll a bar¬ 
rel. I found myself almost unconsciously quoting tbe fol¬ 
lowing lines from one of Dr. Watt’s hymns: 

"Lord what a wretched land is this. 

That yields us uo supply! 

No cheering fruits, no wholesome trees. 

No streams of living Joy." 

I had, always heretofore, regarded these lines in the light 
of an unmitigated atrocity, which should not go “un- 
whipped of justice” if I' could have my way. 1 used to 
think that, if I should ever be called to till the place of 
Saint Nimrod, as door-keeper of the happy hunting grounds, 
and some cantingingrale should essay to sing himself through 
its portals with that execrable hymn, I would, as an act of 
retributive justice, ‘‘chuck him in mit der goats." 

But now 1 feel that I might, in a single specific contin¬ 
gency. temper justice with mercy.

The weather was hot, the thermometer ranged from 80 
degrees lo'JO degrees during tbe heat of the day. Day after 
day, except mornings and evenings, the heat kept up an 
unremitting dance.

Seth Green on Game Laws.— Rochester, N. Y., Dec. 25, 
1876 .—Editor Chicago Field :—Having used a rod and gun 
over forty years, 1 have seen the steady decrease of game 
and fish in this country. You cannot make your game law 
so stringent that your great grand children will know what 
the game birds in your State looked like except by history. 
I see by your last issue that you recommend the abolition 
of all duck and snipe shooting in the Spring. I write to let 
you know that I heartily agree with you. Make the best 
laws you can, and game in this country will be all gone in 
a few years; and that would have been the case with fish if 
the art of artificial propagation had not been discovered 
All of our waters will be kept Blocked by the above method 
for all time to come. Stock your waters by artificial hatch¬ 
ing, and protect them during spawning season, and make 
your laws so that your constables can make arrests at the 
time the offenders are caught in the act of breaking .the 
game law, and make the fine heavy and also confiscation of his 
fishing or hunting utensils; imprison him in the workhouse 
where he has got to go to work in place of lying in jai’. and 
having nothing to do. You will then have a game law that 
lawless people will not care to break. The way the game 
law is now in this State helps to some extent; but nothing 
like what it would be if constables could make arrests when 
caught in the act. The way the law is now in this Btate is 
to sue the same as in a civil suit; it is passed and carried 
over, and in the end the lawyer has got all of his money and 
the transgressor is put in jail and fed at the county expense 
for a few weeks, ana comes out fat. Yours, Seth Green.

Tomorrow is Christmas day, and I wish the editor of the 
Chicago Field, and "Guido, of Memphis; Martin, of Chi¬ 
cago; Carr, of St. Louis, and a half dozen other clever gen¬ 
tlemen could dine with me in my “Wildwood" home.

You 
know we have only some fish and game in the house, and—" 
"Exactly, my dear, and good enough loo; but what tish 
and what game?’ 

“If you had only told me yesterday, and could have—” 
“Never mind, it is too late now, and our friends must take 
'pot luck’ with us, So what's the best you can do?" 

"Well, for flsh we have some large lake trout that your 
friend M. sent us yesterday. How do you want them 
cooked?” 

"Baked, with cream. Good! Now for the game?" 

“Well 1 have a splendid venison ham to bake.” 

"Good!" 

“The wild turkey you killed last week, to roast—only be 
is so large I don't believe I can get him into the stove." 

Off with his drum-sticks—next." 

Some mallard duck9, baked—a partridge pie—some 
prairie chickens—"smothered”—some rabbits”— 

"Hold enough!" 

"We have a lame fat opossum that I thought of roasting.' 
"Too fat for me, but roast him, for "Guido” and the Cm 
cago Field editor may like ’possum." 

"I reckon I had betlei slew the squirrels and I can hash 
the wild goose we had to-day and"— 

"Hold on—my dear—that will do"— 

"And with a ladled ham and pork and turnips—and a 
plum pudding and mince pies for dessert I reackon we 
can make out, but I do wish you had told me sooner." 

“It's all right, and I dare say they will gel the invitation 
too late for acceptance.” 

You see what you miss, for 1 take it that you hold a game 
and fish dinner in higher esteem than do wo for whom it is 
every day fare. 

But 1 must tell you of the killing of the big goblcr which 
ray wife finds too large for the stove. 

Last week, my son Wesley, and a young gentleman who 
makes his home with us and myself went into the White 
river bottom, about three miles from home, and camped on 
the bank of the river. 

The next morning as soon as I could see the bead of my 
rifle I started out to still hunt for deer. I had gone perhaps 
a half mile from camp, and was moving cautiously 
along, when a heavy flapping of wings caused 
me to look up and I saw a large nock of wild turkeys which 
I had disturbed on the roost. I was under the tree before 
they pitched out, but was looking for deer (of which there 
was plenty of fresh sign), and of course did not see the 
turkeys until loo late. However, I started on in the direc¬ 
tion they had taken and had not gone more than a quarter 
of a mile before I saw two large gobblers perched on a 
tall pecan tree. Unfortunately they saw me as soon or per¬ 
haps before I saw them and pitched out. I marked them to 
another tree, some three hundred paces distant, and taking 
a big gum that stood about seventy yards from where they 
had perched, as a screen, 1 crept warily to it and peeping 
around aimed quickly and tired, not at the turkey but at a 
hawk's nest which, in my hurry 1 had mistaken for one of 
the gobblers. Mr. Editor, "I was once young but now am 
old,” yet never did I swear with greater fluency or more sat¬ 
isfaction than on that occasion. After having to some ex¬ 
tent relieved my feelings, I reloaded n.y rifle and started 
toward camp, and reached the edge of an open glade, about 
eighty yards wide, when a magnificent gobbler stepped out 
from the thicket on the other side of the open. He 
straightened himself up to his full height, and having 
glanced up and down the glade to reconnoitre, he turned 
to speak to me of his half dozen wives, and in doing so pre¬ 
sented himself broadside to me. To throw my rifle to my 
shoulder was the work of a second, and with muscles of 
steel and uu eye of faith I touched the trigger Bnd he was 
"my meat," the ball passing through his body ju9l behind 
the hip joints. 

The rifle with which I killed this turkey and many a deer 
and turkey before, has a history, she being the splendid 
gold and silver mounted gun presented by the young men of 
Philadelphia to Col. David Crockett on the 4th of July, 
1834. The butt piece, thimbles, guard, and in fact all the 
mountings, are of massive coin silver. Along the barrel, on 
top, in heavy gold lctlers is the following inscription: "Pre¬ 
sented by the young men of Philadelphia to the Hon. David 
Crockett, of Tenn." JusC behind the bead or fore sight, 
in the same metal, are the words “Go ahead." The bead 
is, of course, silver, resting upon a gold arrow. Under the 
stock, in front of the trigger guard, in silver, is the Goddess 
of Liberty and the words "Constitution and Laws." Bears, 
deer, alligators, 'coons and other “varmint," are represented 
on different portions of the mounting. She runB thirty-five 
balls to the pound, is in a fine state of preservation and 
shoots as accurately as when first turned out of the shop. 
If I remember correctly, five hundred of theyoung Philadel¬ 
phians subscribed fifty-cents each and had her made to 
order by Constable, of Holyland, N. Y. Doubtless some of 
your Philadelphia readers remember the circumstance 
When Col. Crockett left Tennessee to Aid the Texans in 
their struggle for independence, he gave this rifle to his eld 
est son, John W, Crockett, and carried for work on the 
Mexicans bis famous old flint load rifle “Betsy." 

But I am writing too much, and with best wishes for the 
success and prosperity of the The Field and a “merry 
Christmas” to its editor, its contributors and readers, I am, 
yours truly, Bob- H. C. 


Tod Hnntiug in Scotland. 

Seeing Dr. Gordon Stables has made some allusion to fox 
hunting in the North under the above name as "Tod" in his 
article on Skye Terriers in your lost issue, and thinking the 
“ bunting," or rather system thereof, may be amusing to 
your readers, I shall give you a brief outline of the way in 
which it was managed. In many districts of Elgin, Aber¬ 
deen and Nairn foxes were a great scourge; lambs, sheep 
and poultry were frequently taken by them in open day, 
and 1 have known as many as twenty lambs slaughtered in 
single night. 1 can remember being in a certain church, 
that after sermon and before the blessing was pronounced, 
the "precentor"—«., the leader of the singing—(Lord 
love youl such singing then in the auhi kirk, the 
ear-ache caused by the noise of it boiler factory in full 
swing was nothing to it) —well, us 1 was about to state, 
‘umps the precentor and exclaims, "Noo, lads, mine 
gaun tae hunt tae Tod on Tiesduy, be a’ up at tae 
laird's house in gude time, and Jonnie Frazer's cumin wi' a 
his dougs.” This last was quite a character in his way; he 
hailed from Glenlivat, and well I mind on auldJohnie's dogs, 
nc had a few hounds, large, heavy-headed animals, much 
resembling in appearance the description given of the Irish 
wolf-houDd; they were not so fast as the present race of fox¬ 
hounds, but could stick to ascent a great dial better; no 
loosing it once on it, ai d ‘lie deep buying they made when 
following was enough to fit. hten ".mid Hoofy" himself. In 
addition to these great dogs, Jolinic had a few small Skycs, 
perfect devils at work, and which always kept as near the 
hounds as possible, several tods would frequently 

escape from the coverts, and take to the hill 
cairn9 in spite of the old Q :< en Anne muskets 

of the farmers; and that wu- the time then 

for the youngsters who were assisting to be it the coverts. 

On went thehounds, followed by md Johnn* uud bis little 
varmints, and gunners and beaters, till they come to where 
the tod had taken refuge, frequently in some huge cairn 
perhaps n quarter of a mile in circumference; the big dogs 
and Queen Annes surrounded the cairn, an outer line was 
composed of the beaters, while old Johnie advanced on to 
the boulders, and at the words "Hie in.iny darlins,"offthey 
were just like so many ferrets in a rabbit-warren, anil the 
foxes bad either to come out and face death in a gentle¬ 
manly "ort of u way, or be killed by these game little dogs. 

I may here mention that I once saw a fox make a spring, 
only to be caught in the ntouih of one of these powerful 
dogs, which crushed his ribs together as easy as if they had 
been a hare’s leg. There was sport in those days hunting 
the tod, mid when the bunt was over, every one engaged 
was freely regaled at the laird’s house ; there was no stint 
in those days, and what is more, noue of that si iuking pride¬ 
ful airs which are now being assumed by too many lan¬ 
downers in the North. I recollect saying to Johnie once, 
“Y'e could not shoot a tod to night.” "Sian' afore me then," 
said Johnie; "I'll lat ye see that, ye young deevil." Thu 

g oor old foxhunter is gone years ago—peace to his ashes! 

le was respected by all who knew him, rich and poor, and 
he and his dogs were always welcome to the lairds. In 
speaking of this honest foxhunter I must not forget to men¬ 
tion that the present Duke of Richmond and Gordon's 
honoured father made ample provision for Ibe old titan's 
declining years; but the Dukes of Gordon and all their clan 
and name have always shown a nobleness of spirit which 
many others wonld do well to copy.— Stratiibogik, in fjive 
Stock Journal and Fanciers' Ornette.

As required by the instructions from Ordnance Office, I give 
below the details of the testa to which the revolvers have been 
subjected:

The Colt revolver was first fired three hundred rounds with 
service ammunition, allowing it to cool after each hundred 
rounds. No difficulty was experienced from it, and only one 
cartridge failed to explode. This one was found to be defective 
in fulminate. 

The revolver was then laid in the snow, water poured over it, 
and it was allowed to leinain in the weather three days and 
nights. When taken up again it was rusted considerably but 
worked perfectly. It was again fired up to two hundred rounds, 
with two calridges failing to explode. One of these exploded at 
second trial and the other with the punch and hammer. 

The Colt and one of the Smith & Wesson were then fired for 
accuracy at fifty yards. A target of ten shots with each gave 
mean absolute deviation—for Colt, 8.11 in; for the Smith & Wes¬ 
son, 4.39 in. 

Both revolvers were then placed in a close box connected with 
the pulverizer, and well sanded. The sand did not aflect the 
working of either. 

They were then fired at twenty-five yards distance for pene¬ 
tration. The average penetration for ten shots with each was— 
for the Colt, 4.1 in.; for the Smith & Wesson, 3.35 in. 

The Smith & Wesson was then fired one hundred rounds and 
the Colt two hundred rounds. No difficulty was experienced 
with either, only a slight increase in friction being noticeable in 
the Smith & Wesson. One cartridge failed to ex,.lode in the 
Colt and eight in the Smith & Wesson. The oue failing in the 
Colt was exploded with a centre punch. Six of those falling in 
the Smith & Wesson exploded at second trial, one at third trial, 
and the other one was without fulminate.
